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Drags worth £ 80 k 
found by polico 


POLICE discovered 
a cannabis factory 
with up to 400 
plants when they 
raided a house in 
Haverhill yesterday. 

Four rooms in the 
four-bedroom house at 
Fritton Court were 
packed full of cannabis 
plants with a total 
estimated street value 
of between of £60,000 
and £80,000. 

Two men - a 21-year-old 
from Cambridge and a 34- 
year-old from London - 
were arrested and taken to 
Bury St Edmunds police 
station for questioning. 

A sophisticated cannabis 
factory was found, with 
walls covered in foil, 
heating and lighting 
equipment and large 
plants. 

The electricity supply 
was being taken straight 
from the mains, so the vast 
amount of electricity need¬ 
ed to cultivate the plants 
was not being paid for. 

The landlord of the 
premises, who asked not to 
be named, said he had 
rented it out to two men in

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the first week in July who 
told him they worked for a 
Chinese restaurant. 
Neither he, nor any of the 
neighbours, had any idea 
what the property was 
being used for. 

He said: “They were very 
plausible and we did all 
reasonable checks on 
them. 

“They produced pass¬ 
ports and I went to an 
address in Cambridge. We 
did not notice anything 
unusual about them.” 

Det Con Paul Gant, who 
led the early morning raid 
on the house, said: “We 
will be making house-to- 
house inquiries in the area 
and would appreciate any 
information from the 
public. 

“It was a sophisticated 
operation and we are 
pleased to prevent these 
drugs from getting into the 
community. 

“It is a significant inter¬ 
ception of a criminal 
enterprise.”

A ROW over a mobile phone led to 
a terrified man being threatened 
with a machete. 

The victim, Jason Rawlins, said he was 
terrified during the incident. 

Sami M’Barki, 25, had turned up at an 
address in Leather Lane, Haverhill, 
following a row over a missing mobile 
phone SIM card, prosecutor Christopher 
Paxton said. 

M’Barki, of Connaught Road, Haverhill, 
had denied charges of affray, making 
threats to kill and aggravated burglary at 
an earlier hearing, but failed to turn up 
for his trial at Ipswich Crown Court on 
Monday and efforts by police to locate 
him failed. 

Judge John Devaux ruled that the trial 
should continue in his absence and 
M’Barki was found guilty of all charges by 
a jury 

Mr Paxton said M’Barki had burst into 
the Leather Lane address armed with a 
machete and demanded the return of a 
mobile phone SIM card which he had lost. 

One of the people at the property 
watching television was Mr Rawlins, who 
said he was “petrified” as M’Barki swung a 
machete from hand to hand, smashed 
furniture and then held the weapon close to 
his face. 

Mr Rawlins said he met M’Barki on 
many occasions when buying cannabis 
from him. 

On some of those occasions M’Barki had 
borrowed Mr Rawlins’ mobile phone, 
inserting his own SIM card. Mr Rawlins 
said he assumed that the calls being made 
by M’Barki were connected with drugs. 

On the morning of October 6 last year, 
M’Barki had called at Mr Rawlins’ home 
and appeared angry and agitated as he 
said he wanted his SIM card back. 

Mr Rawlins said after he denied any 
knowledge of the SIM card, M’Barki 
threatened to return and shoot him with a 
Taser gun. 

Hours later, when M’Barki and another 
man returned and started smashing 
items, Mr Rawlins said his partner Josie 
Bulmer had managed to flee from the 
property and alert the police. 

When arrested, M’Barki denied that he 
knew Mr Rawlins or that he had been at 
his house or had made any threats. 

Sentencing will take place at a later 
date, as further attempts are made to find 
M’Barki.

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Brave Bianca is 
‘guardian angel’ 


W ould-be doctor 
Bianca Ho has 
already had a 
taste of dealing with a 
casualty - at the tender 
age of 16 she came to the 
aid of a driver critically 
injured in a car accident. 

Her quick-thinking and 
prompt action not only helped 
the victim but earned her a 
nomination in the Cambridge 
Building Society Young People 
of the Year (YOPEY) award. 

The teenager, of Chapel 
Road, Weston Colville, is now in 
the running for a cash prize in 
the contest, with £2,000 up for 
grabs for young people who 
give to others. 

Bianca was nominated for 
the award by Caroline 
Derbyshire, principal of Linton 
Village College, where Bianca 
was recently studying. 

Bianca, dad Sidney, mum 
Tracy and 12-year-old sister 
Jenna were driving home just 
before 9pm on the May Day 
Bank Holiday. On the Balsham 
road, a car coming towards 


them swerved, hit the grass 
verge, straightened and then 
went into a ditch and finally hit 
a tree. 

Bianca immediately phoned 
999 and gave the ambulance 
service directions to the 
accident scene, before she 
went to help. 

She said: “My dad was very 
concerned about possible 
dangers to the car, such as it 
exploding after the impact. 

“My first-aid training told me 
to be very careful and not to 
put myself in danger. But 
having heard a cry for help my 
instincts just took over. 

“I went to the car and 
opened the door behind the 
passenger’s seat. The driver 
said he could not feel his legs. I 
held him so he did not slide or 
hurt himself any more. I told 
him I had rung the ambulance. 
He was shouting that he feared 
he would lose his leg. I kept 
talking and re-assuring him.” 

A woman in another car 
stopped and held the young 
man while Bianca rang his 
mother. Sidney waited at the 
side of the road for the 


ambulance to arrive. 

Weeks later Bianca visited 
the 22-year-old driver, Nathan 
Richards, as he recovered at his 
home in Cambridge. 

Bianca had learned first aid 
to be a lifeguard and now 
works part-time at Abbey Pools 
in Cambridge. She will start at 
Hills Road Sixth Form College 
in Cambridge in September. 

She said: “I wanted to be a 
doctor beforehand but this 
incident has particularly 
inspired me to go into the 
medical profession.” 

Ms Derbyshire said: “What 
impressed me was Bianca’s 
quick-thinking and maturity to 
take the initiative in helping 
the injured driver. 

“We are very impressed and 
proud of her prompt and 
efficient action. 

“Working with young people 
I know that most of them are 
fantastic but a few grab the 
headlines for all the wrong 
reasons. Bianca is a good role 
model.” 

Mr Richards, a refuse worker 
with Cambridge City Council, 
suffered two broken legs, 



broken thighs and a broken hip 
in the accident which was 
caused after he swerved to 
avoid a deer that ran out in the 
road. 

He had extensive damage to 
his right leg which needed 
three operations. It could be up 
to 18 months before he is 
walking properly again. 

He said: “Bianca is a very 
brave girl. There’s a lot of 
people who would not do what 
she did. 

“After the accident my vision 
was blurred and I thought I was 


dying and seeing an angel. I 
have to say Bianca was my 
guardian angel.” 

The YOPEY awards were 
launched in Royston in 2005 by 
Tony Gearing, a former 
newspaper journalist and 
father-of-three, who was tired 
of the bad press young people 
received. 

A lavish awards ceremony 
for the winners will be held at 
The Imperial War Museum 
Duxford in October.

i OME people 
look at 

Vjyou as if you 
shouldn’t be 
allowed out,” 
admits Debbie 
Carter, with a wry 
laugh. And I still get 
angry about it: some 
days I come home 
and blaspheme... 

“I used to be a quiet 
little mouse who didn’t 
want to upset anyone, 
but I speak up for myself 
now I think you have to, 
to be honest. I’m my own 
person - and I want to 
live my own life.” 

A mum-of-two, Debbie 
has a happy family, a 
great job and a bulging 
social diary. She is also 
registered disabled. 

Born with cerebral 
palsy, a neurological 
condition which affects 
both movement and co¬ 
ordination, Debbie uses 
a wheelchair. But the 52- 
year-old has always been 
determined her 
disability won’t hold her 
back. 

“We were on holiday 
recently and decided to 
visit a National Trust 
place,” continues 
Debbie. “This woman 
came over and made the 
mistake of asking my 
husband ‘Does she get 
out of the chair?’. That 
kind of thing is so 
annoying!

“I was brought up to 
believe that I could do 
whatever I wanted in life: 
my dad always said ‘If 
you think you can do it, 
you can’.” 

Estimates suggest one 
in every 400 children 
born in the UK have 
some kind of cerebral 
palsy. Caused by damage 
to the brain (which 
normally occurs prior, 
during or just after 
birth), the symptoms of 
the condition vary in 
severity. 

In Debbie’s case, the 
cerebral palsy affected 
both her arms and legs; 
she has struggled with 
walking all her life. 

“I know I was a breach 
baby,” says Debbie. “It 
was a home delivery and 
I know there were some 
problems. But it wasn’t 
until I was eight or nine 
months old that my 
parents realised 
something was wrong; I 
wasn’t moving around 
much.” 

Diagnosed with a 
congenital deformity in 
her hips, little Debbie 
spent the next 18 months 
with her hips set in a 
plaster cast. 

Even after the 
treatment, she continued 
to have problems with 
her balance; referred to 


what was then the Spastic 
Society, aged three, she 
was found to have 
cerebral palsy. 

Because her father was 
in the Navy, Debbie’s 
family moved around a 
lot: aged four, she was 
living in Malta, where she 
attended a convent 
school. “One of my 
earliest memories is of 
one of the nuns sitting 
me on a chair in the 
middle of the playground 
so I didn’t get knocked 
over,” laughs Debbie. 

“My balance wasn’t 
very good and I was 
always covered in scrapes 
and bruises. I remember 
sitting there and 
watching all the other 
children running 
around... But I did 
everything else everyone 
else did, apart from PE.” 

Once back in England, 
Debbie was sent for 
regular physio. Then, 
aged just 13, she had the 
first of two major 
operations on her hip - 
and spent the ensuing 
summer back in plaster. 

Academically very able, 
Debbie completed A- 
levels and then won a 
university place to study 
social science at 
Goldsmiths in London. 
“My parents were always 
very supportive,” she 
says. “I’m the middle of 
three and they believed 
in all of us.” 

When Debbie was 17,

their mum died of cancer. 
It was a terrible time - but 
Debbie says her dad was a 
real rock. “He was very 
strong,” she adds. “He 
died two years ago and I 
miss him such a lot.” 

In her late teens Debbie 
found her freedom in the 
form of a specially- 
adapted car, courtesy of 
disability charity 
Motability. And then, on 
graduating, she took a job 
with The Law Society, 
where she met David, 
now her husband of more 
than 20 years. 

Following a second hip 
op, at the age of 27, 
Debbie was on crutches 
when she and David first 
got together. When she 
fell pregnant with Elbe, 
their eldest, she had to 
use a wheelchair. 

“I began to use it more 
and more,” Debbie 
explains. “I had a couple 
of really bad falls - on one 
occasion I put my head 
through the glass panel in 
the kitchen door. When 
you’ve got two small 
children you can’t afford 
to do that; it had got to 
the stage where I wasn’t 
safe.” 

Ellie, now 20, and 
George, 16, were both 
born by Caesarean. 

“When they were very 
small it was easier,” 
smiles Debbie. “It was far 
more difficult for me 
when they started 
toddling! But they 
developed fantastic head 
control very early: most 
mothers pick their babies 
up with great care and 
hold their heads -1 
couldn’t do that.” 

Debbie admits that, in 
the wake of both 
pregnancies, she battled 
serious post-natal 
depression. “It was 
particularly bad after 
George was born,” she 


explains. “He was seven 
weeks early; he weighed 
just over 5lbs. 

“I suffered with the 
depression on and off for 
many years. You just don’t 
feel motivated to do 
anything: when you’re 
really depressed you want 
to stay in bed every day - 
you don’t have a forward 
outlook on the world... ” 

Debbie’s dark frame of 
mind was, she adds, 
compounded by her 
increasing immobility. By 
then reliant on a 
wheelchair, she was also 
reliant on other people to 
go anywhere or do 
anything: unable to get 
herself in and out of the 
car, she could no longer 
drive. 

Then, thanks to 
technology, her mobility 
began to improve: first 
came an electric 
wheelchair, then a new 
Motability vehicle - a 
Chrysler van, adapted 
specially to suit Debbie’s 
needs (complete with an 
access ramp). 

“It made such a 
difference to me,” she 
explains. “I was in my 40s, 
had two kids and a really 
interesting job, but I 
couldn’t even get from A 
to B without assistance. 

“It might sound 
strange, but getting the 
van made me feel better 
about myself. It freed me 
to do so many things I 
couldn’t do before: take 
my son to football, go 
shopping, meet up with 
my girlfriends...” 

Debbie says her mental 
health soon began to 
improve. And now she’s 
happier - and more 
fulfilled - than ever. 

As editor of the 
magazine Training 
Journal, Debbie has a 
high-powered job, which 
involves everything from 


copy editing to organising 
conferences and 
undertaking research. The 
role includes quite a bit of 
travel; thanks to an Access 
to Work grant, a support 
worker comes with her. 

“When I’m away from 
home I do need a bit 
more help,” explains 
Debbie (whose Little 
Downham house has 
been modified). “The 
other day a very close 
friend said, just in 
conversation, that she’d 
decided that when she 
reached the point where 
she couldn’t wash her 
own face or wipe her own 
bottom that was it, she’d 
want to be dead. 

“I didn’t say anything, 
but I felt like saying there 
have been many times 
when I couldn’t do those 
things for myself - but 
I’ve never felt that was a 
reason to die.” 

When she’s not working 
or busy being a mum, 
Debbie is studying to be a 
life coach. Part-way 
through a distance 
learning course, she says 
she was attracted to 
coaching “because it’s 
such a positive process: 
it’s about looking forward, 
not analysing the past”. 

Having been through 
some dark and difficult 
times in her own life, and 
also found the light at the 
end of the tunnel, Debbie 
is keen to help other 
people - especially those 
with disabilities - lead 
happier lives. 

“I’d like to help other 
people move forward,” 
she adds. “I know some 
people wouldn’t agree 
with me, but I consider 
myself very lucky: I know 
that with determination 
and hard work, and also 
with support, almost 
anything is possible.”

A NEW respite care home for 
people with learning disabilities 
is being built as a £1.9 million 
project. 

The home, at The Vinefields 
in Bury St Edmunds, will serve 
west Suffolk - including the 
Newmarket and Haverhill areas. 

It will provide respite care for 
eight people in two self- 
contained blocks, with a third 
linking block providing day 
services. 

The Suffolk County Council 


project is being built to “green” 
principles, with plants growing 
on the roof and a woodchip 
boiler. 

Cllr Colin Noble, the council’s 
portfolio holder for adult and 
community services who also 
represents the Rowheath 
division which includes 
Lakenheath and villages near 
Newmarket, helped to “top out” 
the new building by laying a 
section of sedum roof. 

He said: “The building and 


the service supplied within it 
will provide short breaks to 
adults with learning disabilities 
which will in turn give their 
family carers a break from their 
caring responsibilities. 

“The building is domestic in 
scale and appearance with a 
‘holiday home’ feel that anyone 
would aspire to visit for a short 
break.” 

The building is due to be 
completed by the end of the 
year.

Comical capers in 
two Bard classics 


THE world-renowned 
Shakespeare’s Globe Theatre 
is leaving its Bankside home 
for two weeks this month to 
visit Cambridge for the very 
first time, bringing a double bill 
of two of Shakespeare’s most¬ 
loved plays to entertain 
outdoor crowds in the 
sumptuous settings of the 
Master’s Garden, Emmanuel 
College. 

A small troupe of versatile actors 
will present “exuberant, energetic, 
stripped-down versions” of two of 
Shakespeare’s most sparkling 
comedies - The Comedy of Errors 
and A Midsummer Night’s Dream in 
this beautiful open air setting, reviving 
the old Globe principles of outdoor 
playing and Renaissance touring 
theatre. 

A Renaissance spin on a Roman 
story by Plautus, The Comedy of 
Errors is a short and boisterous 
comedy which takes place during one 
manic day of misadventures. Take one 
pair of estranged twins (both called 
Antipholus) and one pair of twin 
servants (both called Dromio), keep 
them in ignorance of each other and 
throw them into a city with a 
reputation for sorcery and you have 
the chief ingredients for theatrical 
chaos. 

With its enchanting mix of romance 
and magic , A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream has a strong claim to being the 
most beloved of all Shakespeare’s 
plays. Hermia loves Lysander and 
Helena loves Demetrius - but 
Demetrius is supposed to be marrying 
Hermia. 

When the Duke of Athens tries to

enforce the marriage, the lovers take 
refuge in the woods outside the city, 
and walk into the midst of a dispute 
between the king and queen of the 
fairies. So, too, does a group of 
amateur actors rehearsing a play. 
Between the angry fairies, the 
bumbling players and the dazed 
lovers, flies Puck armed with a potion 
capable of making anyone fall for the 
first person they set eyes upon - no 
matter how unsuitable the match... 

Under the leadership of artistic 
director Dominic Dromgoole, 
Shakespeare’s Globe theatre season 
plays in repertory from April to 
October annually, and has gained an 
international reputation for 
performance excellence. 

Over the past two years the Globe

It’s not only medicinal but the 
coneflower, which is closely 
related to the rudbeckia, looks 
great too. 

It brightens up beds and 
borders with its daisy-like flowers 
in shades of purple, pink and 
white, with contrasting coloured 
central cones. 

These tall perennials from dry 
prairies and open woodland look 
fantastic in the late summer 
border, as the central cone of the 
flower stands proud of its petals. 

The flowers last for around two 
months and also make great cut 
flowers. 

They make good companions 
for other late-flowering perennials 
including rudbeckias and sedums, 
while the seedheads also look 
good in the winter. 

Its coneflowers are also pollen- 
rich, so will attract plenty of bees 
and butterflies. 

They need deep, fertile, well- 
drained soil with added organic 
matter and do best in full sun. 

When the flowers fade, cut the 
stems back to encourage more 
blooms. 

Clumps can be divided in spring 
or autumn, and root cuttings 
taken in late autumn.
